A prisoner in tho penitentiary of Bruoh* 
sal, a town io thu Grand Duchy of Uadon, 
has recently succeeded in burning down 
the greater portion or the prison. Carl 
Scbwable,a natorious desperado, was incarce- 
rated for robbery with violonee. He wrench, 
od ofl a portion of his iron bedeteati, and 
broko open his cell door. Shouldering tho 
icstramect of esoape be deliberately murchod 
through tbo corridors unraclofted and rnudo 
lor the jailor's room. Hu forced tho door 
and entered, He changed his fragment of 
bo intend for the efiioer's sword. He waa 
stalking through t'ie building on bis way 
to tbe onto, gate whoa ho was discovarod. 
An alarm was given. He made for the 
ohapel, sealed the wall ineidOjOravvled tbrcaght 
a window, and climbed to tho roef of tbe 
bailding. llo ensconced himself behind Ihe 
parapet, forced out a number of Btonei and 
hurled tbcm upon his pursuers. Several 
r-hots wero fired at him without effeot. Ile 
called out to the officers below declaring 
tbal an less liny gave him a chsnco ol 
eeoape he would Ore tbe jail, On their con- 
tinuing to disohuige their rovolvsrs ho deli- 
burutoly lighted a match, gathered togother 
some dry BplintetB ol wood, end 
eat fire to tbe obapol, Tbe flumes 
bprad rapidly and tho entiro building was 
eoou a bluz 1 . Tho firo biigade was called 
out bat before the fire was got under a 
largo lower, the chapel and tho tfiioes foil 
a prey to Ihe fhrnea ticnwable fljd to an 
adjoining building, and the guards for a 
lonn liuie sought iu vain for the desperado. 
At length ho was discovered hidden under 
the floor ef a lookont nt the summit ol a 
lofty tower, Svtoid in band be fought like 
a demon. Riddled with shots end slashed 
with Bubre cuts, he still kept bis assailants 
ut bay. At last tbey rushed upon him in a 
body and pitched him from tho rower, a 
heighj ot eix stories, into the prison yard; 
Uarvellons lo relate ho was not killed, 
lie loll into a eart-loed nf inhbisU but in a 
day or two afterwardB ho died of hie wounds.

shall be abTo to hold Easnia in oheek in 
the East and to overehadow the Western 
utitions.
